in the mortall bodies; And thongh this ſeed be that which th 
Father hath bleffed, and hath received the truth, and by the 
eruth is ſer free, (according to Chrifts words, Jobs $, 31.) yer in 
the world from ſlanderons Tongnes and falſe aecnfations, we 
expeR not to be free, but to beare his reproaches, and in the 
patience and power of the Lambe to overcome them ; for God 
will bring forth enr Righteonſnefſe, Truth, and Innecency to 
ſhine as the light before all people, whereby all hard ſpeeches, 
and falſe reproaches will be wiped away cut ef the Nations : 
And that ſhall fulfill and accowpliſh, that which in words we 
declafS; and in that are we known te Ged, and (hall be known 
to the world, And now, ſecing that ic hath pleaſed the Father 
to reveale his Sonne in ns, and to open the hidden treaſures of 
his life, and hath giveh us ef his holy Spicit, and the Topgne of

Quakers Hoxſe i built upon the Sand, &c, 

Anſwer. How is it then that the Sea hath ſo long reared, and 
lifted up its Waves, and the Winds bach blown, and it is not 
yet falne> Have not you (of all Profeffions) joyned together ? 
and have not your Veyees been as the-Voyec of many Waters 
Wgainſt us? And have yon not been as blofiring Winds, whieh 
if we had regarded, we ſhould not have ſowne the ſeed of the 
Kingdom 2 ( As the Propher hath ſaid, He that regard: the Winds 
ſhall nor ſow, Eecl, 11, 4.) So, if we had regarded your noy« 
ſes, uproars, ſwelling words of Vanity, lyes, accaſations, or per- 
ſecntions, we had net been obedient to the Lord, nor done his 
worke, Bur the Lord hath made our perſecutors co tumble, 
according 6 his promiſe; and his enemiezare even weary with 
ſmiring of hischildren, (Jer. g. 5.) And he is giving his power, 
and deminien to his anoynted ones of the whole Earth ; And 
bath ordained hs arrowes againſt the perſtcutors, Plal. 7, 13. 
And in the Lord fhall all the Seed of Iſracl be juſtified, and 
ſhall glory, Tay 45. 25. in this the day of the Lords pomer, 
when the life of the holy Child Jeſus is appearing iv the dark 
places of the Earth, who is the Rock of Ages, and che Fonnda-. 
tion of many Generations, npon which we are built, and ftand 
a witneſſe againſt all the nurighteonſneſſe of men; the proofe 
of which is net becauſe we (ay ſo ; but the appearing, and 
breaking forth of his life, and the fraits ef his holy (piric (hall 
make it manifeſt: And to all theſe that deſire the knowledge 
of Gods wayes, it will be known perfetly that God is

Again Sam, Henmoxd ſaith, That his Book © 4 diſcovery of

Anſwer, A reſage of lyes will nor ſecure the ſaints, (as 1 
fhall prove his Book to be:) neither can he which is in the 
Dodrine, which is pernitions and damnable, diſcover them in 
others, (norto others ; ) as 1 ſhall prove is that which followeth, 
ia reply to his Book. 

And firſt, to begin with his Method, which is as he faith. Firſt, 
to fſhew tha gronnds of the Quakers Deluſiens, Secondly, tz 
demonſtrate the impoſſibility of ſalvation, iv, and by their Prin. 
ciples, Thirdly, fo anſwer George Whitheads caveills in hi 
Pampblet, as S, H. falſely calls it. 

Firſt eanſe of Deluſion, 

SH, 4 ſpirit of giddinefſe banging looſe to the truth, and the love 
of it, Fc. and to prove it, he ſaith, That there « three ſorts of 
people that twrne Quakers. The firſt, are nnlearxed, and unſtable, 
aud theſe are they which have bees aucient Profefſars. The 
ſecond ſort, young men avd women, which have been und:r con- 
vittions avd awakenings of the Law, and are come to tervors and 
ſhakings, and bronght into 4 (ovenant of Works, &c. The third 
ſort, ſuch, who for coverory ends to ſave their tythes, have raſhly 
cloſed with them, 

Anſ. As fora ſpirit of giddineſſe havging looſe to the truth, 
that thou (ſhalt never find in us, for we are Raid and eſtabliſhed 
inthe Lord; and in his truth, and fhall be faithfall in the truth 
of God which we have received, nntill we ſcethe Land clean- 
ſedof all Hirelings, and Deceivers, which make a Prey upon. 
the people for diſhoneſt gaine; fer from you wha pretend to 
be Teachers of others, is prophaneſle gone forth into all the 
Earth; and your wayes and Do@trines have eorrnpted it, (© 
that nota pure heart, nor an undefiled mind and conſcience can 
be fonnd in your Congregations, not one that is unreproveable 
in the fight of God z; and Gods witneſſe in you all, ſhall ſealc 
ty thetruth of my teſtimony, And as for thoſe three ſorts of 
people which thou ſaith turn Q-akers, Firſt, ancient Profeſſors, 
theſe 
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theſe knew a5 much (and praiſed more) of things which wefe 
juſt and righreons (chen thon dot) before they knew the life 
and power of crath, which now they live in, and are both 
learned and eſtabliſhed in therhings of God, And why doth 
thou accuſe them for being wnlearned and anftable before they 
turned to us, while they followed thee, and (ach like? Here 
thou preves thy own Do&rine that whieh doth net learn, nor 
eft1hl:ſh people, (and nor eurs:) Forif they were avciext Pro. 
f:(ſors ander that Miniftery, and not learned: war eftablifhed 
confider where the cauſe was! How conld they be eftabliſhed, 
where they found neither life nor power of God amongſt you ? 
Bat now they have fonnd him of whem Adoſes and the Pro- 
phets did Write that ſhould come, and they.doe not l-ok for 
another: And now are they both learned and eſtabliſhed in 
the wayes of Ged; And therefore doe not thon upbraid them 
with what they were before they received the truth in the love 
of it, and obedience to it, And as for the yeurg meu ard wo- 
»1en of which thou ſaith & come to terrons, ard ſhakifgs, ard 
convitions, then they are come further then ever thou earne ; 
for they that are ſenfible of eonvittions, terrours, and fpakirgs, 
wronght by the Spirit of God, hey may be thy Teachers, which 
hath but the words of them, and art ignorant of the power by 
which they- were wrought, and therefore thon brivgs forth 
ſuch words of darkneſſe as then haſt exprefled, « that thoſs 
that follow the light of an awakened Conſcience, and fit downe 
under that, and are under terronrs, and ſhaking: ; that theſe are 
inlled a fleep by Satan, Is not this blindnefſe, and ignorance » 
is this according to the forme of ſound words ? were they nor 
a fleep before their Cenſciences Wete awakened > But noyy, 
when they follow the light which wakens their Conſeienees, 
(which is the light of Chrift,) and when they, through the 
obedience to his light, doe the works of righreouſneſſe, is this 
a ground of delnfion > er when they are thus led, doſt thon 
ſay, they are then lnlled a fleep by Satan? this is a pattine 
darknefle for light, and light for darkneſle ; and in fiead of 
thewing us to be in the ground of delnfion, thon fhews thy 
OW: 
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ewn ignorance and blindnefle to all thac are able to diſcerze 
any thing of crath, 

And for the third ſort, which thou (aich, for coverons ends 
to ſave their Tythes, hath joyned with ws ; In this will all ſo- 
bee people, and men of underfianding beare witnefle againſt 
thee, and by the effeRs, (even their (ufterings) thou will be 
condemned, as hundreds of this Nation bath ſuffered the ſpoy- 
ling ot their Goods, and Impriſonment for a teſtimony againit 
you, and them, which covetous men could not doe ; as (ome, 
tor he value of five ſhillings Tyrthes, have goods taken worth 
five poands : and for three pounds worth of Tythe, goods taken 
worth cen poundse and for Tythes of the value of two ſhillings, 
taken ten ſhillings, And many I eoald inftance which have 
had taken from them ſeven times the yalue, and ten times the 
yaluc, and ſome forty times the value. And thes, how is this 
for covetouſneſſe > And others here in this County of Brfbopriok. 
rhe Prieſts ſend their men to take peoples Lambs out of the 
fheld,and off the Common, and their Corne off the field (which 
they have laboured for) without any Law, or pretence of Law, 
which according to Law might be preeceded againſt ; as 
Sheep-Realers, and Corne-ſtealers: which if there be Law to 
give chem Tythes, then according to the order of Law they 
are to reecive it, and not t@ take mens goocs by vielence ; 
and thus we ſuffer the (poyling of our goods with joy, which 
if we for covetenſneſſe denyed Tythes, as Hammond accuicth 
us, we eeuld not ſuffeys men to at ſo contrary to both Law avd 
Goſpel, and ſpoyle our Goode, and beare ir patiently ; and mas» 
By thouſands in this Natien, can in faithfalneſſe, beare wit- 
neſſe againit him in chis thing, that it is not for covetouſneſle, 
bur in obedience to the Lord, and bearing a faichfal| witncſle 
againſt the Miniſtery, that make merchandize of (oules. (and 
of their goods alſo)which rhe Lord is bringing downe by the 
arme of his power, and making their folly manifeſt anto all 
men ; And, according to his premiſe, he will bring a fhame, 
and a perpetuall reproach upon them, which by their iniquicy, 
and their heavy buzthens have kept ig captivity the _ of 

od,

God, which now by his mighty power he is bringing forth, to 
prayſe and glorifie him, and to rejoyce over all the falſe Pro- 
phers and Teachers which hath eauſed thetp co ſuffer in the 
time of darkneſle and ignoranee. 

The ſecond gronnd of, our deluſion, as Sewwe! Hammord 
ſaith, 1s this, 

Prieſt, Our not beirg atle to d:flinguifh betwixt the rig! te- 
o:*ſneſe imputed «por the accownt of the blood ef Chriſt £1. 
the righteouſnefſe, or holineſe wrought in u by the Spirit, &c, 

A*ſ, If this were true, this were nota ground of deluſion, 
for God will not give any up to a reprobate ſenſe; ror con- 
demne them for their not being able ro diftinguiſh ; ſor then 
he ſhould condernne them fer net doing eat which they are 
notablete doe, Here thou art ignorant of the Scriptures, ard 
of the ground of delnfion ; and ic being my Duty and Calling 
co infirut rhe ignorant, and him that is out of the way : 1 
(hall hew thee the gronnds of delafion, according as it is writ. 
rea in the Seriptures, as Rom. 1,21, Becauſe that when they brew 
Cod, they glorified Lim rot as God, neither wore thark« full, but 
became waine in their imaginations, and their fooliſh heart was 
aarrkned, Ver. 22, Profeſſing. themſelves to be wiſe, they became 
fooles; (as thou haſt done: ) And ver, 28. eAnd evin as they 
did mot like to retaine God in their Knowledge, God gave then 
aver to 4 reprohats minde, to doe theſs thixgs which ave not 
converient. And this was not, beeauſe they were not able to 
diftinguiſh; but becauſe they did net like to retaine God 
in their Knowledge : And becanſe, that when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God; and by the Fruits by 
which they were manifeſt to be reprobates, Ler all people 
of nnderſtanding judge, whether we, or thy Gencraticon of 
Priefts, be more guilty ; and then they will know the Tree 
by the Fruit, as ver. 29. And as for thy charging of ns, «& wot 
being «able to diſtinguiſs ; this is but thy falſe accuſation ; for 
the Lord hath given us of his ſpirit, whereby we are able i 
diftingaiſh and diſcerne of things that differ ; And that righte. 
oulneſſe which is wrought by Jeſus Chriſt in o9, is to us a 
feale, 


ſealeof that righteouſneſſe which was Wrought in the Perion 
of Chriſt, and of that which in his blood is imputed co us for 
juſtification. And whereas thou ſaith, That we confound in- 
herent, and imputed Righteonſneſſe ; that is but thy reproach- 
ing of us, And here thou art erred from the forme of ſonnd 
words ; for the Seriptures doth not uſe theſe words to diftin- 
gniſh of Chriftsrighteonſneſſe, 44 inherent ard imputed, though 
by thy meaning, that which is wrought in es by Chtift, chou 
wilt call z»herent ; and that which was wrought in kis Perſon 
without us, imputed: but this I ſay uato thee, That if thou 
continne ignorant of Chriſt, and his righteouſnefie within 
thee, thy imputing of him, and his righteouſnefle withour, 
will not ſave'tiRe: And while thou keeps people from Chrift 
within them, and his righteouſneſſe within chem, thou keeps 
them from that miftery which the Apofile Preached amongt 
the Gentiles, which had been hid from ages and generations ; 
but now is made manifeſt to the Saints, which s Chriſt in them 
the hope of glory, (Col. r. 26.27 ) and this is your work, by 
your Preaching and Printing, (all of you-in that Miniitery) 
who are erred from the form of ſound words, (into yenr own 
imaginations) 18 this age, to hide the riches of the glory of 
this myſtery from the people, »hich is Chriſt in them the hope 
of gloiy; and yon wonld keep people in the ſound of a re- 
port of Chriſt ins words, and from his life, by whieh the ſaints 
was ſaved; and the life of Chriſt was made manifef in their 
mortall bodies, (2. Cor. 4.11.) Bat Samuc! Heimmond aftiicmes, 
as his Prineiple or DoQtrine in pag. 10. of his Book, That the 
Scripture ſeids ws to the right hand of God, to Chrift , not to 
Chriſt in 1s; Neither doe / kxow (ſaith he) ary werd of Serie + 
pt re that bids ws goe to the light in ws, though it ſhould mean 
Chriſt in #s, that «, the werk of grace 19 ts ; Ange to Prove 
it, he brings, Cel, 3.1, Heb, 12. 2. 

Anſ. As1 ſaid before, it is my work and eallingto inftru@ the 
ienorant,and him that is out ef the way : Seeing that he ſaith, 
that he knows not a»y word of Seripture, that bid, " goe to the 
light in i, thangh it ſhon/d meane Chriſt in w, that 4s, the 
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warke of grace in 1. If he Rand npon thele yery words, Gee 
to the light in ws; neicher doth the Scripture ſay, Goe to the 
right hand of God to Chrift ; but as it ſaith, that Chriff « at 
the right hand of God, and ſittath at the right hand of Ged; 
and that they mnt ſeek thoſe things which are above, where 
Chrift ſitteth, (Col. 3.1.) ſo the Seriprare ſaith likewiſe, that 
(hrift « within, (Col. x. 27.) And this was the Myſtery the 
Apoſtle Preached ; and the ApoRlle ſaith, Krow you not that 
Chriſt s in you, except ye be reprobates ? (2 Cor 13, 5.) and 
likewiſe he deelares of the light in them, (2 Cor, 4. 6.) For 
God who commanded the light to ſhive out of darkreſſe, hath 
ſhined in our hearts, to give the light of the Knowledge 
of the glory of God, in the face of Jtſ«s Chriſt : to 
the light which ſhined in cheir hearts, did give them the 
light of the Knowledge of the glory of God,in the face of 
ſeſus Chriſt, And David (aid, that be had hid the Word in his 
heart ; And that the Word was a lampe to his feet, aud a light 
wnto his paths, (Plal 119.11. and ver. 105.) fo here was light 
within, and by this light within he was guided, ang by Fir 
light within they did not confound inherent and imputed righ- 
teouſneſſe (as be calls it) as he fallly accuſeth ns to doe, And 
the Apoſtle Peter direfts them to the light within, and ſaith, 
We have 4 more ſure word of Propheſie, wnto which ye doe well 
to tahe heed, a4 unto a light that ſhines in 4 darke place, nntill 
the day dawne, and the day. ffarre ariſe in your hearts, (2Pet.1, 
19 ) (o the dzy was to daivne, and the day-Rlarre to ariſe in 
their hearts, 

Obj. Bur ſaith the Prieſts, that ſure Ford of Propheſie,was 
the Scriptures of the Prophets, and not 4 light within, becauſe 
ver. 20. 21. it ſaith, Know:g thi firſt, that no Propheſie of 
th: Scriptures us of any private interpretation : For the Propbeſis 
came not in old time by the will of man - but holy men of God 
[bahe a4 they were moved by the holy Ghoſt, Ce, 

Anſ. The Seriptures of the Prophers is not more ſure, nor 
m >r2 true, then the Seriptures of the Apoiiles; neither is the 
Viſions of the Prophets, more ſure then the Viſions of the 
Apoſtles ;

Apdiiles : Noth that which the Apoſtle aludes to, Was the voyce 
which came from the excellent glory, which Voyce they heard, 
when they were with him in the holy Mount: fo to them co. 
whom he Wrote, the light which ſhined in their hearts, which 
bronght them to waite for the day-dawwning. ard the day far 
ariſing. was more reer, and moreſure to them /chou:h nut to 


'the Apolile) then the declaration in words, or writing,of that 


which others have ſeen or heard, thongh that which they 
have ſeen and heard be true as any thing that is Written : as 
thas, For me to be obedient co the meaſure cf light and life 
that appears, and 1s manifeſt to me, is to me more a [eale (or 
a more ſure word )co take heed unto, then the words or wri- 
tings that proceed from a greater maniſeation in ancther, 
chough by this, the crath of the greater, (or ſareneſle of it) it 
not denyed by the leſſer light ; but wayted for that the greateſt 
manifeſtation, or diſcevery cf the Father, may be as ſure, and 
as true to me, as to thoſe that have declared ict : He that hath 
an eare to heare the truth, let him heare; and he that can re-

Now becauſe Prieft Hammord faith, that he k:ows wot any 
word of Scriptnre, that bids us goe 19 the light in us, though 
it ſhonld mean Chriſt in w, that 4, the worke of grace in mW, 
Now whereas he falfly accnſeth George Whithead, that he « nct 
well read in the literal! Kuowledge of the Scriptures, he juſtly 
condemns hirmſelfe : For if he were well read in the licerall 
Knowledge of the Seriptures, he wonld know, that the Scripture 
ſpeaks of the light within, of Chriff within, aud of the works 
of grace within, which he hath declared his ignorance of; but 
his end of ſo ſpeaking, is to keep people from the light with- 
in, which gives the Knowledge of the glery of God, and from 
the Word within, and the Kingdom within, and the grace with- 
in, in which their hearts ſhould be eff ablifbed, (Heb. 13. 9.) 
and by grace they were ſaved, (Fpheſ, 2. 5. Jand that being juſt;- 
fied by his Grace, we ſhould be made beires according to the 
bope of eternall life, (Tit. y.7.) And the Word of Chriſt was 
to dwell in them richly in all Wiſedome, from which they were 
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to 4im31iſh ane anithey in Pſ{almes, and Hizmers aid fpiritaall 
Songs, ſinging with grace in their hearis to the Lord, (Col, 3. 
16. Jand their ſpcech was to be s[wayes with g/4:8,ſ[eaſored with ſalt, 
that they might know how to anſwer every man, (Col.4.6.) and 
all th:ſe is to be known within, And Chrijis DeArine to the 
Phariſees was,to bring their minds to within; and told them, 
the Kizzdomof God wat within them, (Luke 17. 21.) and Chriſt 
bids them, Beleeve in th: light, while they bave the light, that 
they may be the children of light, (John 12.36.) And Jeſus (aid 
unto them, / am the light of the World, he that followeth me

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he wil! net eondenmne us for that ; but for abafing thet power, 
and ability which he hath given us, to be chedicnt unto 
him in, ſor that he 1s condemned, and becauſe that he doth 
not retaine God in his Knowledge, therefcre he is given vp 
to a reprobate ſence, and to irong deluſions, Ard whereas 
thon (aith, That we cannet diſtingniſh between the Grace of God, 
which i the favonr of God, upon the account of Chrifts ſa- 
tisfaftion, and the naturall light, which being inmproved, (thou 
faith) we call grace, An. Yea, We have alwayes diftingui- 
ſhed between the juſtifying Grace, and a naturall lizht ; fer

the things in it. And we never ſaid, that this (rf improved } 
was the Grace, & ſothon falſly accuſeth ns, And that light which 
we ſay is within, and whieh Chriſt hath enlighrened every man 


wewichail, is not to be diftinguiſhed from the favour of God ; 


for it 1s the love and favour of God to man, that his free Grace, 
which bri»geth ſalvation, hath appeared unto all men, (Tir, "v 
11,) and by this Geace, (and not another) ate they ſaved, who 
are ſaved, though thou, and others, tnrne thu grace into wanton - 
nefſe, and then (peaks deſpightſally againſt the ſpirit of it, and 
azainſt ics being within ; For if pe-ple be once brought to 
the grace ot God within, and the light within, then they wil 
ſee your deceirfull Teachings without ; but while you can 
keep them blinde, you may Preach for Hire, and Divine for 
Money, and they will love to have ic (ſo : but ſo ſeon as any 
comes tothe grace within, and the light within, then they ſee 
your wayes,and Dectrines, and receives the teftimony of the 
Lord againſt you ; which teſtimony is now going forth intke 
mighty power of the Lord ; and God hath rayſed up kh: 
Sonne, which is the light of the World, and his faichſull wit- 
neſſe in his Children ; and thouſands fhall come to the 
brightmeſſe of his ring, whereby you ſhall all be diſcovereq 
whe hath laboured co quench his appearance, and the breaking 
forth of his light, which will ftand oyer you for ever,

Anſ, Sam, Hammond, thou haſt been too haſty in thy diſ- 
courſe, to prove the gronnds of our deluſion ; (and I canner ſay 
in.cheſe things, that thon haſt gone abent in canning deviſed 
Fables, but in ſach as is manifeſt to the leaſt meaſure of nn» 
derftanding in all:) Haſt thon known fuch a thing ticm any 
example before thee, to prove a thing againſt ns from thy own 
words, without any ground from us, in thy (o often mentioning 
the Perfelt Phariſee; which is thy former reproach, to prove 
this latter, And traely, in thoſe things (which are (> olaine, 
and evident) | ſhonld not anſwer thee : Bur leaft that thon 
ſhould be wiſe in thy own coneeit., And againe thru (aith, / 
we could but ſet « difference betwixt the light given ly Chri(? 
as the Ford, (John 1.) and the light given by Chriff 4s Media. 
tor, it might help us out of ſome pitt. Before, thou told of g:- 
ſtinguiſhing between the light of Chriſt in converſion, and the

the Scriptures : For we knew, that as Chriſt 1s one, fo is his 
light, and (© is his life, and ſo is his power, and the way to 
the Father ; but in the world (among the Hirelings) as there 
is gods many, and lords many, ſo they make many lights ; bur 
ro us there is but one God, even the Father of our Lord Jeſwa 
Chrift, and one Lord Jeſws, by whom are all things, and we by 
him ; and one light of our Lord Jeſns Chriſt, by which a}l 
that come unto the Father are led, and guided, and by whiel;, 
21| that deny him to have enlightned-every man that commeth 
into the world, and that (et up any other light befides Chrift 
to enlighten them, or leade to the Father, is condemned : 
And by this light are we able to ſee all mens ſoolifſhneſle, and 
: 7norance, and doe ſee all theſe pits and fnares into which, 
taroagh their blindneſle, they are led. 

Hammonds fixth Ground of our Delufiom is this, 

Pr, Onr being ſcandalized at ſome looſe Profeſſors, ard conv 
ot finding what we wonld have been at under the meane1 of 
Grace, &c, and our defiring to live by ſence, ard not by faith, 

Anſ. This is darknefle without mixture of any light in it; 
And as in his Book he cells of pare darkzeſſe,[ſure he meanes, 
grofſe darkneſſe without any mixture of light) then his fixth 
ground againſt us is it, For let all ſoberly confider, whether 
this can be a ground of our deluſion, Orr being ſcaxdalized 
rt ſore looſe Profeſſors ? If he had ſaid, oxr beivg ſcandali2ed 
by ſome looſe Prefeſſors, the words would have had ſeme ſence 
inthem to prove us as,we are; but herein ſhon!d we be ju- 
flified ; and he that ſeandalizes us rather to be in the ground 
of d:lufion. For cur being ſcandalized by looſe Profeſſors, as 

TTammond and his Church ; this doth not prove ns to be in 
deluſion, but rather himſelfe. And for his ſaying, That we zot 
ſnding what we wonld have been at under the means ef grace, 
that therefore we are deluded, or given up to be damned, this is 
12 ecound neither of delnfion ; theſe thy dark fooliſh expreC. 
"ons cannot Geceive many, Therefore I (ball azke thee this 
ane{tion, that when thou Writes againe, thqu may ſpeak thy 
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meaning, and leave thoſe darke words which have no ſence 
in them ; hat would we bave been nuder the means of © Grace, 
which we conld not finde for which God bath grven »« up to de= 
Iufion t Or, Whether drth God give any up to deluſion, for not at- 
rainirg that which they cannet finde wnder the means of grace, 
when they wait for it? And as tor thy ſaying, that we deſire 
to live by ſence, and net by faith; that is talſe 1 for it was 
never in ourgyearts to defire it, finee we knew the Truth, and 
means of Graee ; but by that Faith of the Scnne of God we 
live, which overcomes the World, 
Hamwonads (eventh and laft ground of deluſion againſt ns,ir, 
Pr, Onr ſhaking off all the or1tward Ordinances of Chrift, 
nader pretence of receiving the inward Miniftrations, 
eAnſ, As thon begins, ſo thou ends with thy Grounds 
arainſt ns, being all fa.le; for by that pretence, we never caff 
off any Ordinance of (briſt, but by the ivward Miniſtration of 
the Spirit, doe we bring forth and fulfill the curward Ordi- 
n2nces; and trom the inward Miniftration of the Spirit, doe 
we Pray and Preach, which is outward Ordinances, and al- 
wayes give thanks for all things, and beare our Teſtimonies 
a2ainkt all falſe wayes and worſhips ; and by the reall (not 
pretended) Minifiration of the Spirit, doe we continne in all 
things whatſoever he kath commanded ns. and by which we 
know his ontward Ordinances, ard his inward werſhip which 
ftands in the ſpirit, and in the rrath; and ſo continue we in 
the Apoſtles DoRtrine, in Faſting, in breaking Bread, and 
Prayer; being by the word of his power redeemed, and ſet 
free from all the grounds of delnſicn, and doe witneſle the life 
of righteoaſneſſe, whereby God wil! condewn every Tongne 
that riſeth up in jadgerent againſt us : And now is the Lord 
making manifeſt, who ic 1s that is in the pretences, and who 
is in the things it (elfe ; for thongh ſuch (through fained 
words) boaſts of Chriſte righreouſnefle, bur deny ict, and them 
that walke in it ; this 1 ſay unto all ſvch, they thar deny to

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be juſtified ; ſo a!lolook to walk in it, and bring it (orth 1a the 
World, as your Fruits unto God, 


Againe Samuel Hammond brizgs five Arguments to de. 
monſtrate our Principles, and DoFtrires to be damna- 
ble; and its impoſſible for ws to be ſaved, living 
and dying in them, 


Firſt, Juſt:fcation by Inherent Righteenſneſſn, a dammnablt 
D oFr:ne. 

Second, The not owning the Imputed Riphteonſueſſe of 
(hrift, ar the matter, and formall cauſe of our juſtification,

eAuſ, It 13a falſe charge againſt us, for we never denyed

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any rightednſneſſe of Chrift imputed afito us - neither did 
we ever hold forth any matter, or canſe of our -oftificacion, 
but Chriſt and his Righteonſneſſe, But if Sam : Hammond 
m—_— the deviſed words of his own wiſedome) ſe dewne 
Dettrines and Principles for ws; then our DoQtrines and Prin- 
ciples would be damnable, and there were no poſſibility of 
ſalvation, living and dying in them ; and fo it is calie for 
him to ſet down a forme ot unſound words, and then conſute

Pr, AstothePrieſts third Argument, which is, 7s make orr 
reconciliation to God,to be wrought by our improving the light with- 
in,ard the Yenewing of the [mage of God in w, which (faith he) & 4 
damnable DoRrine, and for provie, inftances, the Perfeft Pha. 
riſce. peg. 10. Ir, where A, P. hath ſaid, Chriſt recorciles 
God and Man by the renewing of the [mage of Ged in Man, 

eAnſ, Now as to the firſt, we never (aid, that our recone 
eiliation to God was wrought by owr improvixg, or for our im- 
proving the light withiz : And as for Chriſt to revew the [mage 
of God in 19, that is the work that the Father hath given him 
to doe; and ſo faras the Imageof God by Chriſt 1s renewed 
in any, ſo far are they reconciled to God : and this reconei- 
liatien of the Crezture to God, we never held to be, by, nor 
for our improving the light ; neicher yas it by, nor for our 
works of righteonſnefle, but by Chriſt, according to the Seri- 
ptnres, and che Afoftles teſtimony, (2 Cer, 5, 17.) therefore 
if any man be in Chrift, he s a new creature : old things are 
paſt away. behold, all things aye beceme vew: And all things are 
of God, who hath recorciled ws to himſelfe by Jeſus Chriſt, and 
bath given to mw the miniftery ef recenciliatien, To wit, that 
Ged was in Chriſt, reconciling the world unto himſelfe, not ime 
puttug their treſpaſſes unto them, and hath committed unto us 
the Word of veconciliation, Fc, now kere the Apolile doh 
not exclude tlie renewing of the Image of God, nor the very 
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ereature, at Farwrd, 2nd thoſe Priefts in Erpiand Zce: For 
(by their Do®rine) they would tare iuch a iecynciliation, 
that they #ecd never be changed, nor rexewed to God ; but 
the old man (with his deeds} reconciled to Ged ; and weuld 
have Chrifis rightecuſneſle to be thcirs, and themſelves reek- 
ncd to be Saints, while they are the 1ervants ot fin. Burt the 
Apoſtle ſaith, While they were the ſervams of ſin they wers 
free from ri; hteouſneſſe, (Rom, 6 20,) but {ſaith he) being 
fruvts unto holiniſſe, and the end everlaſiing I fe : Bar this 
DoA:ine and Scripture of the Apoſile, by the Pricfts is de- 
nyed, that any can be free from fin : But the Apolile twice 
in that Chapter tells them, that they are made free from ſin , 
(as ver. 18. ard ver, 22.) and as the reconciliation to God, 
was wrovght by the death on the Crofle, the Image of God 
was renewed in them ; For, ſaith the Apoftle, Having eboe 
liſh:d in hu fl.ſh the enmity, even the law of commandemerts 
toutained in ordinances, fer to makg in himſelfe of twaine, oxe new 
min, ſo making peace, Aud that he might raconeile botb unto 
God in one body by the ev«ſſe. having ſlaine the enmity thereby, 
{Epheſ. 2, 15.16.) here the renewing of the Image of God, 
was t;!l mertioned in the work of reconciliation ; but of 
this, the Prieſts fof this generation) cannot endure te heare, 
that the Image of God ſhould be renewed ; or, that being 
ſervants to Ged, they are made free from fin : For, where 
this Imace is renewed, all their Pride and Covetouſneſle, falſe 
waves, and worſhips, whereby they keep people in their fins, 
and from knowing the new Creature; or, from expecting the 
renewing of the Image of God in them, is teſtified againſt. 
For the end of their Preaching and Pripting, is to keep pee 
pl- from the Knowledge of Chriſt within, the light within, 
the word within, the renewing of the Image of Ged within, 
or tle righeeouſneſſe of Chlirilt within, And: it is maniſeft, 
that thy know little of this within, beeanſe there is fo little 
of it brongvnet forth in the world, as Fiuits ante Gods And 
vere Gol hath revealed thote things to 2ny, whereby they

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bring forch the Froits of rightecnſnefſe nr God (arid In 
the fight of men) for a witneſle 2gainft them ; then thcy 
Preach, and Print againſt ſuch, and charges lycs acaind} 
them, (as Hammond hath done acainft us) in telling ns 
of the works of the Law, and our own righteonſ{vefle, 
and of reconciliation, by improving the- light within, 
which we did never make the caufe of our jultifcation, 
nor remiſſion of fins; but ſay, that without blood there ts 
Lo remiſſion ; and likewiſe, that without Chrifs lite, and light, 
and the renewing of the Imace of God, there is no ſalvation; 
Now therefore. (that all people may be ſatished) that we

eAnſ, Our turning people ts the lighe within them. det! 
not take them off from the. ſulnefle of Chriſt, nor his reach- 
ings; for the light within, is a meaſure of his falnefle; Þy 
it he teaches, and people muſt he broughe to his light with» 
in, before ever they, witnefſe. his teachings, or fulneſie; and 
by his light within, they ſee kim at the righr hand of Ged ; 
and never till they he turned ro the light within, doe rhey

Quakers living \and ud) ig in 
r.:eſe Principles, caunot be ſaved, 'G,W. A»ſ.+#, Thar ir ap. 
1:ars then, that thou baſt ſpoken ifrom thy thoughts, and nor. from 
the Lord, Then thou replyes, 7 hat wany pretious truths hath 
bren on the thoughts of the Sarnts; and inflances Davida, 1 Chr, 
29. 18, and'+2 Cor, 9. 5, whereas Dav?d! defired, 'that- the 
Mercies and Dcliverances, Judgements, Teftimonies and Sta- 
traces, might be kept npon+the thouphts of his Heart -for 
ever; and this was his Prayer, And Pas! thenght it neceſſary 
to exhort the Br:thren, But what is thele proofes to thee, which 
bath had felis accuſations upen thy thougat (everall years, 2nd 
BUY 
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now ſpeaks them forth ; ſo that his words are true t@ thee, 
chat it appears. thon ſpeaks from thy thoughts, and not frum 
the Lord z Bat he doth not ſay, That never any truch was in 
the Saints thoughts, as thou would make people belceve; an 
many may witucile co the trach of his words, that it appeais 
thon ſpeaks not from the Lord, bat from thy thonghts and 
imaginations. And it is maniſeſt farther, that thou knows 
riot thy own thoughts, nor the councell of thy own heart ; 
for if thou did, chou would not have ſaid, that it bath bers

For here it is ma- 
nifeſt ro all (that are not wilfally blind) chat thou haſt log 
the forme of ſonnd words, and ars deviſing 'evill names to 
give to the light, whereby to keep people (in their (ins) from 
Chrift, But I pray God to cenvinee thee by the light of big 
Sonne of all the hard ſpeeches that thou (nngodly faner) 
aft ſpoken again him, .

he received it not of Man, neither was he tanght it ; but by 

the Revelation of Jeſns Chriſt ; and io the people vnder his 
$; Miniltery, 
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Miniftery; did not ſpend their money for that whieh was not 
Bread, nor their lab»ur for that which did net (atisfie, as they 
doe nnder your Miniftery ; and therefore you muft either 
make bargaines before-hand for your Wages ; or ger a Law 
to compell chem to pay Tythes, as the complain of many of 
your Priefts is in this Nation, that if it were lefs to the 
freedom of people, they might Rarve, the bearts of people is 
ſo hard, Whar Goſpel have you been Preaching all this 
while, that peoples hearts is hard yet? and that you dare nor 
traſt your Goſpel, nor your Charch fer food and rayment - 
yon are aſhamed to all profeion of godlineſle, Did ever the 
Miniſters of the Goſpel of Chriſt Rarve for want of food and 
rayment, where they had gathered Charehes? Or for Wages, 
did they either goe to Law, or take mens goods by violenee, 
as the Priefls in Exg/and dce ? but while they have reecived 
no Goſpel from Ged, bat from man ; how ſhonld ir be other- 
wiſe? (@ from man you have received the Goſpel, and from

Onely une the Tribe of Levy he gave 
wone Inheritance, the ſacrifice of the Lord God of lirac! made 
by fire, was their Inheritance, as the Lord hath ſaid? And hift 
thou not read, Exck, 44 18. / am their Inheritance ((aith the 
Lord) and ye ſhall give them no poſſeſſion in Iſrael, 1 am their 
poſſeſſion ? 

Now this was their Inheritance, and Pofleffion ; and that 
which they had for their ſervice, was the Tythes and out of 
that, all the Widowes, Scrangers, and Fatherlefle, was to come 
ro the Priefts Gate, and be ſatisfied, that there ſhould nec 
be a b-goer in Iſrael. But thongh the Priefts in England 
have the Tythes ; yer there are Widowcy, Scravgers, and Fa- 
therleſſe, chat wants, and many beggers in E»gland; and by 
their cov:tonſneſſe is many opprefied, and their goods taken 
fr>m them, (whereby they are brought to ſuffer want} bur

their Doltrine ? eAnf;, Thon art very blind and dark in thy 
nnJderflanding ; Is there no trying of finge, but by cntering 
into the experimentall praftice of it ? Anſ, Yes, The Lord 
ha. h civen us of his ſpiric, by which we are able co cry your 
Minitery, your Wages, your Covetouſneſſe, and your cruelty 
and Nindering of the Innocent, and yet not enter into any 
of your praQtiſes: and as we tiy you, ſo we doe the Papilis 
likewiſe, not from the Orthedox writers (as then calls ther) 
but by the ſpirit of the living God. And Pasl did act bid 
the Thefſaloxjavs goe to ſome Orthodox Writers, to try either 
$pirit, or DoArines by their Books, Bur thy end in ſpeaking 
theſe words, is, That people fhonld not heare us declare the
